federations, each subdivided, into six classes’ 
with six houses io each class. -Finally, in the 
middle of the cighteenth century, the organiza- 
tian of the Guild was borrowed from .the, fish. 
mongers of Yeto, and applied to neatly every | 
branch of.irade, to maritime enterprise. and to 
operations connected with curency, In 
Korea the Pedlars Guild dates back for 
centuries, and almost every commodity has’ 
been handled by similar. associations. - 

+ But it is here in China that the Guild System 
is moat, worthy of attention. Its origin is 
clearly given in the Constitution and By laws, 
of the Ningpo Guild at Wenchow,-which, in a’ 
preamble, 8-ys “Weikuan were first establish 
ed at the'metropolis by mandarins“ among. 
compatriols or fellow-provincials for mutual: 
aid and proieciion, . Subsequently, merchants 
farmed Guilds like those +f the mandarinate, 
and now they exist in every province.”.

The 
‘former may be cempared to Chambers of Com- 
“merce, “andthe latter to Trade Unions, They 
exercise a gereral supervision over their mem- 
bers, and protect them from commercial frauds.
